Hansen's Purple-Leaved Plum 
(Prunus cistena) 


A fine purple-leaved shrub with some of the brightest color of the 
whole group of colored plants. In the spring the plant has myrads of 
single pink flowers followed by oval purple leaves that retain the bright 
color throughout the season. This was originated in the Dakotas. It is 
proved hardy and adaptable in all parts of the country. An excellent 
plant to add color to your shrub border.

Pink Dawn: Flowers of fine form are a clear rose-pink. Very fragrant. Plant is 
vigorous and free-flowering. 


Poinsettia: Glowing fire-red in buds and flowers. Similar to the Xmas plant in 
brightness. Plant is vigorous and provides lots of buds for cutting. 


Herbert Hoover: A consistent prize-winner in rose shows. Two-tone colors of 
flame-scarlet and orange. Vigorous free-blooming and fragrant. A grand variety. 


Radiance: Most dependable rose in America. Loads of large globe-shaped cameo- 
pink flowers. Very fragrant. Thrives and flowers in all parts of the country. 


Red Radiance: Similar to Radiance in every way but color. This is a deep even 
rose red. 


Talisman: Most famous of the two-toned roses. A glorious combination of golden- 
yeltow and copper. Many fragrant flowers are produced all season. 


The Doctor: Immense flowers of a sparkling irridescent pink. Flowers are graceful 
and intensely fragrant.

and little care. Plant bulbs in late spring and harvest after first frost.

ARGE impressive flowers of huge size during the summer and fall. Large broad 
leaves give a tropical effect to the garden, Plant when the soit is warm, Lots 
of manure and moisture will increase the size of the plants, and flowers.

Lilies 
ILIES are among the most admired of flowers. Yet many people fail to grow 
them because of stories of difficulties and special requirements. Some lities are 
difficult but the ones selected here can all be grown in any good garden soil with a 
minimum of attention. Care should be taken to see that the bulbs are planted at 
the depths given as these have been found to give best results in establishing the 
bulbs. Try some of these and add color during the spring and summer. 


Coral Lily: A gem of a lily! Foot high graceful plants have several brilliant red 
three inch flowers in spring. Most graceful and brilliant of the lilies. Excellent 
for rock gardens, edges of walks, and other places where a low ptant is desired. 
Easily grown, hardy, and sure blooming,

Hydrangea P. G.: The famous old hydrangea that is unexcelled for showy summer 
effect when grown as hedges, specimens, or in shrub borders.
